PROTECTS THE WORKER 


BRITAIN TO INSURE AGAINST 
LOSS FROM UNEMPLOYMENT 


David Lloyd-George Introduces His 
Long Promised Scheme of State In- 
surance—A small Weekly Assess. 


ment Protects the Working Class | 


—Scheme Meets With. Hearty Ap- 
proval from Both Parties 


London.—The long promised scheme | 


of state insurance against unemploy- 
ment, sickness and invalidity, intro- 


duced in the House of Commons re- | 


cently by David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was received 
with an extraordinary chorus of ap- 
probation by all parties in parliament, 
which must have greatly astonished 
that much excited member. It. will 
be dffficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the praise bestowed by his po- 
litical opponents conceals a side 
thrust at his old age pensions meas- 
ure, which has always been severely 
criticized by the Unionists, because it 
was not contributory. 

The chancellor divided his proposi- 
tion in two parts, one dealing with 
sickness and the other with unem- 
ployment. By the provisions of the 
measure, every worker whose annual 
earning falls below the income tax 
level of £160 sterling, will compulsor- 
ily insure against illness so as to in- 
sure him the receipt of five shillings 
(1.20) per week during his incapacity. 
Toward this, this worker would. con- 
tribute about one half, the same be- 
ing deducted from his wages, while 
the balance would be paid jointly by 
his employers and the state. 

The weekly assessment against the 
insured would be eight cents in the 
case of a man, and six cents for a 
woman representing as the chance-lor 
put it, two pints of ale or one ounce 
of tobacco. 

Every one in the clause mentioned 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty- 
five is included in the plan, The em- 
ployers would pay six cents weekly 
for every employee and the govern- 
ment, contribute four cents for each 
of the insured. 

Mr. Lloyd-George estimated that his 
plan would affect’ 14,700,000 men and 
women. Provision is made whereby 
women will receive thirty shillings 
in maternity cases on condition that 
they do not work for a month follow- 
ing child birth and for free medical 
attendance for every contributor. 

The state would also help in the 
crusade against consumption, provid- 
ing, ,$7.500,00 to aid local authorities 
in building sanatoriums and $5,000,000 
toward their maintenance: © Although 
in cases of permanent disability, the 
sick allowance would be five shillings 
weekly, ten shillings would be allow- 
ed for the first three months in the 
case of men and seven shillings and 
sixpence in the case of women. Those 
who can be shown to have invited 
incapacity, would receive’ no insur- 
ance, though any necessary medical 
treatment would be provided. 

‘Mr. Lloyd-George estimated that. the 
expenditure will be $35.000 in 1912-13, 
rising to $100,000 in 1915-16. Dealing 
with unemployment insurance, the 
chancellor said that it would at first 
apply. only to the engineering, sh‘p- 
building and house building _ trades, 
involving 2,500,000 workers. Both the 
workers and the employers would pay 
five cents weekly each, the state con- 
tributing $3,750,000 a year or about 
one-fourth of the total cost... The con- 
tributioners when unemployed will re- 
ceive a maximum of 15 shillings and 
a minimum of seven shillings week- 
ly. No payments would be made in 
stiikes or lockouts. The chancellor 
was doubly cheered when he conclud- 
ed his speech. J. Austin Chamberlain 
supported the bill, saying the opposi- 
tion desired to co-operate in the legis- 
lation. 

Homestead Entries 

Calgary.—The returns from Calgary 
Dominion land office for the month of 
April this year, as compared with the 
corresponding month last year show 
a considerable decrease all round. 
The number of homesteads taken up 
this month was 498, against 1,219 for 
April, 1910, being a decrease of 721. 
The total number of pre-emptions is 
276 against 870 for the corresponding 
month last year, a decrease of 594. 
The number of homesteads purchased 
during the month is ten, as compared 
with twenty for April last year, a 
decrease of ten. Thirty-four scrips 
were issued for the month against 
141 for April last year, being a de- 
crease of 107. No half-breed scrip 
has been issued this month, the num- 
ber last April being twenty-eight. 

Anglo-Japanese Treaty 

Tokio.—Ratifications of the Anglo- 
Japanese commercial treaty have been 
exchanged. Great Britain and Japan 
have negotiated a commercial treaty, 
which will come into foree on July 
17, replacing the existing treaty, ex- 
piring on July 1, The new pact re- 
moves the opposition of British mer- 


chants to the recently adopted Jap-| 


anese tariff, which heavily increased 
the duty on British manufacturers as 
Japan grants a reduction varying 
from 12 to 30 per cent upon a large 
number of British imports. 


May Affect Coronation Programme 
London,.—Uneasiness is manifested 
here over the report that Alexandra, 
the Queen Mother, was ill during the 
Mediterranean trip that has just been 
completed. ; 
Conflicting reports as, to her pres- 
ent condition are circulated, giving 
rise to the fear that the coronation 
programme may be effected. 
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SEDITION ON THE INCREASE 
Rebels Warn American Citizens to 
Cross the Line Into United 
States for Safety 
Nogales, Ariz.—Whatever the pros- 
pects of peace at El Pasco and Juagrez, 
there are no peaceful signs along the 
western coast of Mexico. News that 
dribbled into Nogales from various 
quarters of the states of Sinaloa and 
Sonora tell of scenes of disorder and 
almost continuous fighting. There 
were reports of skirmishes and fights, 
with attendant loss of life from sev- 

eral points. 

It is apparent that sedition and 
strife in these states is on the rapid 
increase and Americans in this city 
|familiar with the conditions across 
the border regard the situation as 
| very grave. Not only is the political 
welfare of the Western Mexican states 
| affected, but American interests are 
involved and in danger. Even the 
|lives of Americans, hitherto held sac- 
red by federals and rebels, are no 
|longer regarded safe in the interior 
|of Mexico. 

Prominent railroad officials who 
reached here from Mexico brought 
with them the warning from the reb- 
els to remove all their families as 
quickly as possible into the United 
|States and to advise all of their 
American friends to do _ likewise. 
Coupled with these warnings was the 
threat of the insurrectos that they in- 
tended before the end of the week to 
launch attacks against all the Mexi- 
'can border towns. Many American 
families are coming across the border. 


RIOTS AT OLD JERUSALEM 


Inhabitants Aroused by Operations of 
a Party of English Archae- 
olégists 
Jerusalem.—The inhabitants have 
been aroused to a point of rioting by 
the operations of a pary of English 
archaeologists accused of having ex- 
cavated beneath the inviolable 
mosque of Omar. and removed relics 
reputed to include the ark of the cov- 
enant, censer and other sacred ves- 
sels that belonged to the tribes of 

Israel. 

Azmey Bey, the Turkish governor, 
was mobbed on the streets for sup- 
posed complicity in the profanation, 
and hooted as a ‘‘Pig.’’ The mosque 
has been closed and is closely guarded 
pending the arrival from Constantin- 
ople of officials of the government. 
who will make an investigation. The 
expedition worked for two years on a 
large scale, beginning at the village 
of. Siloam, which lies at the south- 
east end of Jerusalem, on the south- 
ern slope of the Mount of Olives, over- 
looking the valley of Kedron and Pool 
of Siloam. +

would mean an adjournment of exact- | 
ly two months. It is expected that |} 
by May 23rd the sessional programme 
apart from thé reciprocity agreement 
and perhaps a portion of the supply 
will be put through. In the case of 
items not voted in interim, a supply 
bill sufficient to cover a period of sev- 
eral months, will be voted. 

The opposition, it is said, will un- 
doubtedly agree to this arrangement. 
Some members on both sides of the 
house would have preferred proroga- 
tion and an extra session in July, be- 
cause of the expense to which they 
will be put by being compelled to re- 
turn to Ottawa in July. A _ proroga- 
tion, however, would be disadvantage- 
ous for the government because it 
would mean that a fresh start would 
have to be made on the reciprocity 
agreement. With an adjournment, 
consideration. of the reciprocity agree- 
ment will be resumed just where it 
is left off. 

The government in deciding to ac- 
cept Mr, Borden’s offer of an adjourn- 
ment, was influenced by the fact that 
the United States senate is not likely 
to deal definitely with the reciprocity 
proposals until the end of June or 
early in July and that there is little 
prospect-of headway being made here, 
until no doubt remains as to the ace | 
tion. at Washington. | 

An adjournment likewise makes it 
possible for the parliamentary contin- 
gent to attend the coronation of King 
George and thus Canada will be ade- 
puately represented at the imperial 
conference and the coronation.

FOR MAY, 14, 1911. 


| Text of the Lesson, Isa. vi, 1-18, 
Memory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, 
Isa. vi, 8—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

We in last week’s lesson that 
| Uzziah, king of Judah, was evidently 
much helped by a prophet named 
| chariah, who had visions of God. 
| And see in this lesson that 
Isaiah received his commission in econ- 


| nection with a vision of God. It was 


so with Ezekiel and Zechariah, who 
wrote the prophecy called by his name; 
also with Moses and Joshua and Gid- 
con. Daniel also had a vision of God, 
and it was not until Job could say 
“Now mine eye seeth thee’’ that he re- 
ceived fullness of blessing. There is 
no vision of God or knowledge of God 
; except through the Son of God, whom 
| we know as Jesus Christ our Lord. No 
man knoweth the Father save the Son, 
and he to whomsoever the Son will re- 
veal Him. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me. He that hath seen 
|Me hath seen the Father (Matt. xi, 
27; John xiv, 6, 9). We are not fully 
qualified for service until we have so 
seen God in Christ that no mortal 
man is big enough to come between 
|Him and our goul’s vision. The Lord 
alone must be seen and exalted, and 
we must. cease from man (Isa, ii, 11, 
17, 22). 

In the year that King Uzziah died 
Isaiah saw a throne and a king who 
liveth forever, who said to John in 
Patmos, “‘I was dead, and behold Iam 
alive forevermore”? (Rev. i, 18). This 
same John, quoting from our lesson 
chapter and referring to this vision, 
said, ‘‘These things said Isaiah. when 
he saw His glory and spoke of Him’’ 
(John xii; 41). Notice that the one 
whom Isaiah saw on the throne is 
called Lord (capital L. small ord), not 
the same as LORD in verses 3, 5, 12, 
where the name is all capitals. The 
former is “Adonai,” my master, my 
| proprietor, the one who owns me, 
wheregs the latter is “Jehovah,” the 
great “‘T am,” who was and is, and is 
to be the Creator as my redeemer. If 
any mortal man owns us and he dies 
we may be in sore distress, but if the 
one whose we are and whom we servé 
is the ever living man on the throne 
then we will have peace always. 

It is a very great lesson to learn to 
see no man any more save Jesus only 
with ourselves (Mark ix, 8.) Tsaiah 
saw the seraphim close to ,the throne, 
whereas Ezekiel and John saw cheru- 
'bim (Ezek. and Rev. iv, with. Ezek. 
|x, 20). We know from Rev. v. 9, 10, 
and the association of the cherubim 
with the mercy seat and the vail that 
they represent the glorified redeemed 
from among the nations. The sera- 
phim may represent the same as they 
only, seraphim and cherubim, cry 
holy, holy, holy. They look forward 
to and sneak of the time when the 
earth shall be full of His glory. Cov- 
ering face and feet with their wings 
suggests that it is not what we ore or 
what we do that counts for anything, 
but with the wings that fly we must 
soar higher, even es on engles’ wings, 
and behold only Himself. The face 
indicates character, what we are, and 
the feet our walk, what we do, but 
our on'y comfort is in what He is and 
what He does. 

The effect of this vision of the glory 
of the Lord unon the prophet was that 
he saw himself as wholly undone and 
unclean. This is what we need—such 
a vision of the beauty of the Lord that 
we shall forever hate and abhor our- 
selves and see ovrselves as sinners in 
His sight. according to Isa. bxiv, 6; 
Dan. x, 8; Rom. vii, 18: 3-19. Thus 
seeing ourselves we shall have no con- 
demnation for other sinners, nothing 
| byt the compassion of. Jesus Christ. 
| When there is this deep and thorough 
| convietion of sin, then it is a short 
road to forgiveness and cleansing, for 
He came to save sinners, and His 
|hlood. ¢leanseth from all sin. Note 
[that heavenly agent does it all, iniq- 
luity is taken away, sin purged, the 
, sinner is perfectly helpless, as were 
| Adam and Fye when the Lord God 
made coats of skins and clothed them. 

It is onr privilege to know that He 
has by Himself purged our sins and 
‘is now on the rieht hand of the Maj- 
esty on high (Heb. i, 3). Then we 
lare readv to hear the voice from the 
throne .saying, ‘‘Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us?” Notice the 
“T” and “‘us,” the one living and true 
| God in the three persons of Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. Was ever such 
}a wonderful commission offered to 
| mortals as to represent the Trinity he. 
fore men? 8See in John xiv, 17, 23, 
how they are seid to dwell in the be-. 
liever an’ in II Cor, iv, 10, 11, that 
| the life of Jesus is to he made mani- 
fest in these mortal bodies. 
| We have onlv to yield and obey. 
The rower is His, and the life is His, 
and fhe message is His, and He will 
take care of the results, and we are 
assured that He will not fail nor be 
discouraged (Isa. xlii, 4). It is ours 
to receive the message from Himself, 
receive His words in our hearts and 
ithen in His name ‘‘Go tell” (verse 9; 
Ezek. iii, 10, 11, 17). In the closing 
verses of the chapter the prophet was 
| told that the message would not be re- 
/ceived, 8o it was with Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel, They were warned that their 
| messages would provoke great opvosi- 
‘tion, but they were to speak whether 
men would hear or not. See also 
| Matt. v, 16-18; John xv, 18, 19.

| atmosphere of luxury. Indeed, in 
| the majority of cases the kings and 
| queens of to-morrow are trained and 
educated in a far more simple and 
| disciplinary manner than hundreds of 
| Other little folk in humbler roles. 
Take, for instance, Prince Edward 
of Wales, who is at present being, 
educated at Dartmouth College. His 
parents’ idea is to make him into a’ 
hardy little prince, and with that end 
in view instructions have been issued 
that he shall fare in exactly the same 
way as the other cadets, with the 
same hours of study, the same food 
and accommodation, and, like all the 
other boys, a shilling a week for poe- 
ket-money and no ‘“‘tuck-shop” ac- 
count allowed.
